JUDGMENT 

EAZA'L ALL J. 

We have heard counsel for the parties at length. We have 
also been taken thioagh the evidence and we ha\e paused 
the judgment of the High Court. On a careful consideration 
of the reasons given in the judgment and the evidence and 
the circumstances relied on bv the High Court we are satis¬ 
fied that there is no eiror committed by the High Court so 
as to warrant oui interference in the appeal. The High 
Court has fulls discussed the e.idence and pointed out that 
in view' of the nature of the corrupt practices alleged, the 
evidence falls short of the standard of proving the said prac¬ 
tices laid down by several decisions of this Court. Mr. 


Rangarajan tried his best to satisfy u* that there was cemvii 
mg evidence showing the commission of the alleged cor 
practices. But we find that the learned Judge who tried 
election petition has on a careful consideration of the 
dence found that the alleged corrupt practices had not 
proved and at any rate he has given the benefit of doubt | to 
the respondent. In view' of these circumstances, we do not 
feel inclined to interfere with the judgment of the High 1 
on the above question. A question of law raised by Mr. 
Rangarajan was that although the nomination papers wire 
filed by the candidates within time on December 10, 19/9, 
the scrutiny of the nomination papers was t'aken up 
hour in advance on December 11, 1979 and the nominatija 
papers were accepted at about 10.00 A.M. on December 
1979 after disposing of the appellant’s objeclions while 
time within which withdrawal of nominations could be don 
was 3.00 P.M. on Decembei 13, 1979 and. therefore, tlfis 
being a serious error in the conduct of the election, the 
election should be set aside. It is not disputed ihat the j.rnr 
committed falls under sub-clause (iv) of section 100 f 1Kd) 
of the Representation of the People. Act, 1951. It is not 
shown that the enor, if any has prejudiced anybody and the 
result of the election is materially affected. There does not 
appeal to be any violation of a mandatory provision of law. 
Since nominations of all candidates were accepted there coil’d 
be no question of there being any prejudice. We, therefore 
reject the argument of Mr. Rangarajan without deciding tl is 
issue in this particular case However, as the Court hid 
merely given the benefit of doubt, we feel that it ought' tio f 
to have awarded costs to the respondent. We, therefore, dis¬ 
miss this an peal but’ delete the costs granted by the High 
Court There will he no order as to costs in this Court
